Further Coddling of Criminals. 


News comes from Chicago (hat a psycopathic laboratory is 


to be established in that city as an auxiliary to the municipal 
court. This action is to be taken on the theory that husbands 
who faillo support their families, and other offenders who are 
brought before the court,, may be suffering from physical 
troubles that .are responsible :for.. their misdoings, and that the 
need in their cases is proper physical treatment rather than 
punishment. This will be the first laboratory of the kind to 
be'established in the United States,'and will be patterned after 
one in Berlin, Germany, in which it is said good work is being- 
done. It is claimed'that the backwardness of many children 
in school is due to defective sight'or hearing, and the establish- 
ment of this laboratory is based on the theory, that criminal 
actions may be due to physical defects rather than wrong in- 
tentions. A physician who has studied in the Berlin labora- 
tory will be at the head of. the institution and will be assisted 
by a woman who has done research work for Johns Hopkins 
and Harvard universities. 


It might not be proper to prejudge this experiment, especial- 


ly in view of the fact thai the idea comes from Germany, a 
country famous for its important scientific achievements, and 
yet until the system proves its .worth the average American 
will regard it as of doubtful expediency. The tendency of the 
present time is to relieve offenders against Ihe laws of per- 
sonal responsibility to the greatest.,possible extent. 
The 


wrongdoing of the drunkard is charged up against the saloon 
and the riotings of unruly 
1 mobs 'of the' "unemployed" are at- 


tributed by them and their sympathizers to wrong social con- 
ditions. All sorts of excuses are brqught to bear to relieve 
offenders of the burden of responsibility, and there is reason 
to fear that this thing is being carried' loo far. 


Granting thai physical defects may in some instances be the 


cause of crime, it will probabjy be a.long time before'a better 
remedy than imprisonment is found. The good conduct of 
the great majority of prisoners is proverbial. Some of the 
rankest criminals make "model" prisoners, showing that their 
physical defects do not prevent them from behaving them- 
selves when they are obliged to. Some so far recover under 
this treatment as to write poetry and draw cartoons which re- 
sult in their release. It will therefore be well lo keep the 
prisons in readiness for such patients' as fail of cure in the 
"psycopathic laboratory."
